The two Resolations following, were introduced 
by Josephine Griffing. 

Resolved, That we regard the tyranical and cow- 
ardly “CONFORMATION TO THE USAGES OF S6tIfTy,”’ 
in thrusting Woman from the Platform of the kite 
(so called, but miscalled) World's Temperance Con- 
vention, as a most daring and insulting outrage 
upon all of Women Kind—and it is with the deep- 
est shame and mortification, that we learn that our 
own State of Ohio, furnished the delegate to offici- 
ate in writing and presenting the Resolutions, and 
also presiding at the session when the desperate act 
was accomplished. 

Resolred, That our thanks are due to the Hon. 
Neal Dow of Maine, the President of the Conven- 
tion, for so manfully and persistently deciding and 
insisting upon and in faror of the right of all the 
friends of Temperance duly delegated, to seats and 
participancy in all the proceedings. 

There was a motion made immediately and with 
some spirit, that the Resolutions be laid on the 
table. The lady making it said, “it must be voted 
forthwith, or we shall see here all the disgraceful 
scenés they hed witnessed in New York.” Her 
fears were all gronndless, for neither Dr. Hewitt, 
Dr. Marsh, nor Capt. Rynders were present, nor 
any of their minions. 

The motion to lay on the table Was at ence voted | 
down. Then followed a brief but spiritéd discus. | 
sion, at the close of which, the first Resolution was 
adopted by a large majority, and the second with 
but a single dissenting vote. The question was deci- 
ded upon both, by rising; and a loud burst of ap- 
plause from all parts of the house.in which both men 
and women joined, ratified the just decision.

NOTES FROM THE LECTURING FIELD. 


It is almost impossible for me to determine my 
exact whereabouts. I Anow [am in Ohio, and yet 
T constantly feel Lam in Michigan. J started for: 
the latter state, with the purpose of Jaboring for 
the slave within its precincts, and returning to my 
home when the work was done. But [ engaged 
to visit West Unity, and in doing So, found mvself 
back in Ohio. Still so little difference is there in 
passing boundary lines, that one realizes but very 
little difference. Williams county is the north 
west corner of the state, and withal a very new 
county. Everything bears the impress of new tress. 
Farms—roads—houses— people, all fook as though 
they had just asserted their right to be. The soil 
of the corty, #6 far as [ have seen it, is rich, and 
the owners in a very few years will be rich also.— 
Villages are springing up in every direction, while 
the evidences of énterprizé and prosperity are visi- 
ble on every side. 





Indeed I was surprised to find 
such a village as West Unity, in this region of 
country at all. There must be near or quite a 
score of stores and mechanic’s shops in the town, 
with a steam foundry, two steam saw mills, and 
preparations for a steam grist mill. There is no 
church yet finished, although there are two in the 
course of erection, one belonging to the United 
Brethren, the other to the Methodists and Preshy- 
terians: She county has heen since its organiza- 
tion, thoronghhy Democratic, but is now undergo- 
ing a very ¢xtensit¢ revolution. The Whig party 
is defunct, and the Free Democracy is fighting hard 
for the ascendency, with a fait prospect of carrying 
their ticket this fall, The Republican Statdd#@ is 
published in West Unity, ated was the organ of the 
old slave Democracy, and tké only paper in ths 
county. It has run up the Free Soil flag, and ia 
doing a good work for free discussion and free 
principles. Its Editor, Mr. Huntér, treated me 
with the greatest kindness, gave notice of the 
meetings, and urged all to attend. 

I held four meetings in the place, which were 
well attended. Our radicat views startled the good 
people who heard them for the first time, and 
caused a good deal of enquiry. 

Never did many of the people hear their church- 
es so spoken of before, and seemed to doubt if those 
things could be so. There was no public opposi- 
tion to what was said. But in the shops, stores, 
&e., the usual amount of low scurrilous charges 
I did my best to get those who dif- 
fered with us, to present these differences before 
the meetings, but could not suceeed. 

The Presbyterian minister was in attendance 
several nights, but mace no remarks. ne thing

From the Maysville Eagle. 


KIDNAPPING—GREAT OUTRAGE. 


On Thursday night last, about 10 o'clock, @ party 
of cight men entered by force the house of @ free 
black man named Isaac Henseley, living near Sar- 
dinia, Brown county, Ohio. The family of Hensely | _ 
consisted of his w ite and four eliildren, two of them 
girls nearly grows, and two of them boys somewhat 
younger. They were all in hed, but got up when 
so rudelyawakened. The kidnapping party knock-, 
ed Henseley’s wife in the head, rendering her 
insensible, picked her un and laid her on the bed: 
then bound Henseley and his four children, and put 
them inta,an old wagon covered with quilts. The 
wagon was driven thence through Logan’: Gap; 
and just above the Gap, Henseley and his children 
were taken out of the wagon, putinto a skiff and 
rowed across the Ohio river to the Kentucky shore. 

The. children were concealed during Friday in| 
some bushes, but Ifenseley was taken up the river 
to a cabin about a mile and a half below Maysville, 
to the house of the man who had drivin the driven 
the wagon. Thither after night the children were 
brought; from thenee Henseley and the children 
were conveyed to Maysville, and put in the private 
jail of James McMillen about migdnigt. 

On Friday the occurrence became known to some 
of Henseley’s neighbors, and the country round 
about was aroused. On that evening, Chambers 
Baird, Esq., of Ripley, Chie, telegraphed to W. IL. 
Wadsworth, Esy., of this city, enquiring if Hense- 
ley and his children were in our jail. They had 
not -yet arrived, and of course were in no jail in 
this city; but measures were taken to ascertain it 
if they should be brought here: and Mr. MeMillen 
was notified of the fret that Menseley was inquired 
for. 

Accordingly on Saturdsy morning, Mr. MeMil- 
Jen called on Mr. Wadsworth and apprised bin of 
the fact that Henseléy and his Children had been 
brought to him the night before and were then in 
his possession. Pe promised to keep them safely, 
even from the persons who delivered them to him,

does not obtain universal credit.  Itis stilla ‘ques-' 
tion” of the ethnologist.

The Szeklers are a dark-haired race, the bair 
oftener dark brown than Ilack. Their eyes are, 
usually bluish-grey, sometimes with that obliquity 
that distinguishes the Tartar race. Their features 
are finely cut, and regular: and their forms ate 
medium size, well knit and capable of great action. 
The women are beautiful and virtuous, distinguish- 
ed by those traits that characterize the faithful wife 
tind fond mother. The men are handsome beyond 
what is common. Their figures are fine. and their 
faces full of expression. They resemble the Mag: 
yars so wuch (hat youcannot distinguish them from 
each other. Like the latter, all, both rich and poor, 
wear the mustache. Vanity, which in other eoun- 
tries prompts many persons to the eultivation of 
this appendage, has nothing to do with the fashion | 
among the Szeklers; it is simply a habit to which) 
both they and the Magyars have always been ac- 
eustomed. That itis not a vanity on the part of 
the Szeklers is evident from their mode of dressing, 
In this they observe the greatest simplicity: a dan-' 
dy is a rarity among them. They are even ultra 
eareless in dress, and on this account are often 
subjected to raillery by the more elegant Magvars 
of the large cities. They are altogether, a people 
of simple tastes and halits—in ether words, an 
uncorrupted race. They are far from being perfect, 
of course, but L hold them to be as near perfection, 
both physically and morally, an any other people 
upon the face of the earth. Perhaps this eulogy is 
tot high enough: perhaps they are a finer race 
than any now existing. 

The Szeklers exhibit in their minds and persons 
the effects of freedom. As fer as their histery 
extends back they have been a democratic people. 
even more so than the Magvars—for the latter had 
among them an aristocracy of mangates, a second 
elass of lesser nobles, and a peasant people. On 
the cotrrary, the Szekler were all ejual, both in 
law and reality. 

In all countries yet known the ideas, * Liberty, 
Equality, Fraternity,” haye beer more a boast than 
arealexistence. They have no place in the boasted 
freedom of western Europe, nor in America, with 
its three million of negro bendsmen. In one little 
corner of the earth alone has-true Lherty resisted 
the encroachments of Cespotism—in the land of the 
Szeklers, T make bold to afirm that, up to a late 
veriod, when the Austrian government filehed from 
it its eonstiution, there existed in that little state a 
greater amount of political Hberty and equality 
than in any country en the globe. In the latter 
times the house of Hapsburgh, by every vile means, 
made encroachments upon their free constitution, 
and to stay the progress of these was the cause of 
the late Magyar-Szekler war. Alos! its liherty is 
now ehrushed: its rights are trodden beneath the 
iron heel of the Austrian trooper! 

The Szeklers have never heen a warlike people : 
T mean, 2 people desirous of war, or ambitious of 
its red glories. They have always heen the advo- 
cates of peace, and the assiliicas cultivators of its 
arts. Their well-tilled fields and wet!-uilt houses 
—the splendid roads that in all directions cross 
their country—the signs of intelligent industry and 
respectable prosperity, that greet the traveler at 
every tarn, prove the correctness of this assertion.

ample proofs of this in their late struggle for liler-| 
ty. During that period they fought fights that, for 
intelligence, stratigy, and wild valor on their part, 
have but few parallels in the history of war.

When t@at is done, 
the story of Leonidas and his three hundred Spar- 
tans will lose half of its interest. 

Ma} Sandor, one of their bravest men, hecame 
their chief leader. This young general, at the 
beginning of the war, was commissioned by the 
Hunzarian Government to organize the Syekler 
army, aided by Berzenezy. He summoned the 
people toan assembly on the day following. Thirty 
theusand men came tothe ground.and so enthusiastic 
were these hitherte pacifie people for the defence 
of their liberties, that the wole mass, with scarcely 
an exception, not only enrolled themselves as vol- 
unteers upon the spot, hut actrally took the field 
without returning to their homes! ~Nine-tenths of 
them were without arms other than their peaceful 
implements of agriculture, the pitchfork and the 
eeythe, yet did not their brave leader despair, With 
anparallele | energy and courage he led them against 
an enemy twice their number and well appointed, 
and after a short campaign succeeded in driving 
this enemy beyond the frontier. The enemy rein- 
forced returned again, and was repeatedly beaten 
by the anarmed but heroic Szeklers, led by their 
brave chief. The history of the Transylvanian 
war is not yet written. Although sufficiently grand_ 
and sanguinary in its character, it has been over- 
shalowed by the still more extensive operations in
